From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Long  before  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  were 
encouraged  to  help  people  cross  streets,  Judaism 
had  a  concept  of  gemilut  hasadim  (deeds  of  lov¬ 
ingkindness).  These  deeds  of  kindness  cover  a 
whole  range  of  activities:  from  showing  hospital¬ 
ity  to  guests  and  visiting  the  sick,  to  dowering 
the  bride  and  comforting  mourners.  In  fact,  virtu¬ 
ally  any  act  that  involves  kindness  between 
human  beings  can  fall  under  this  category. 

So  important  is  gemilut  hasadim  that  Simon  the 
Just  mentions  it  as  one  of  the  three  pillars  on 
which  the  world’s  existence  depends  (Pirkei 
Avot  1 :2).  Just  think  of  a  world  absent  of  deeds 
of  lovingkindness.  Where  would  we  be?  Even 
though  we  often  like  to  think  that  we  can  make  it 
alone,  the  truth  is  that  we  really  do  need  others 
around  to  help  us  along  the  way,  to  comfort  us 
when  we  are  having  a  terrible  day,  to  give  us 
confidence  and  strength  when  we  are  unable  to 
give  it  to  ourselves,  and  even  to  share  with  us  in 
our  joys.  Most  of  us  are  lucky.  We  have  that 
somebody  or  those  somebodies.  But,  many  of  us 
right  here  in  our  own  community  do  not.  There 
are  those  among  us  who  are  unable  to  leave  our 
homes,  who  find  it  difficult  to  get  around,  and 
who  have  no  family  in  the  area.  Many  of  these 
individuals  would  very  much  welcome  a  visit,  a 
call,  some  kind  of  acknowledgement  of  compas¬ 
sion  from  another  human  being. 

Having  recognized  this  need  within  our  own 
congregational  community,  we  are  now  begin¬ 
ning  to  take  action,  and  we  need  your  help.  Do 
you  know  someone  who  is  homebound,  someone 
who  is  not  feeling  well,  someone  who  would 
appreciate  a  friendly  visit,  or  a  lift  to  synagogue 
events?  If  you  do,  let  us  know.  Or  if  your  are  one 
of  those  persons,  call  us.  We  want  to  know  who 
you  are.  Also,  if  you  are  willing  to  give  of  your 
time,  to  visit,  or  to  make  a  few  phone  calls  per 
week,  do  let  us  know. 


There  is  an  understanding  in  Judaism  that  a  mitz¬ 
vah  that  comes  to  your  hand  should  not  be  post¬ 
poned,  but  should  be  performed  immediately! 
(Rashi  on  Exodus  12:17).

It  is  a  Jewish  tradition  to  spend  the  first  night  of 
Shavuot  studying  Torah,  because  it  is  on  Shavuot 
that  we  celebrate  the  giving  of  the  Torah  to 
Moses  and  the  Jewish  people.  This  tradition  is 
called  Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot. 

On  Sunday  evening,  May  15  at  7:30  P.M.,  Cantor 
David  Lefkowitz,  together  with  the  Synagogue 
Choir,  will  conduct  a  special  Festival  service 
which  will  be  followed  by  study  sessions  with 
both  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  and  Rabbi  Elana 
Zaiman.  Their  topics  will  be  announced  at  a  later 
date. 

Cheesecake,  in  honor  of  the  tradition  of  eating 
dairy  foods  on  Shavuot,  and  coffee  will  be 
served  after  the  study  session. 

All  About  Shavuot 

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Pentacost,  is 
celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks  after  Passover.  It 
is  observed  for  one  day  in  Israel  and  for  two  days 
for  those  of  us  who  live  in  the  diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricultural 
festival,  a  time  of  ceremony  and  rejoicing  when 
the  first  fruits  where  brought  to  Jerusalem.  But, 
in  time,  it  became  associated  historically  with 
the  giving  of  the  Torah  on  Mount  Sinai. 

During  the  services  on  this  festival,  we  read  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  the  general  theme  is 
the  Jewish  love  of  learning.  Also,  the  Book  of 
Ruth  is  read  at  this  time  because  it  shows  the 
great  devotion  of  Ruth  to  her  adopted  faith  and 
people. 

Among  the  customs  associated  with  this  festival 
are  decorating  the  synagogue  with  flowers,  all 
night  study  (Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot),  and  the  eating 
of  dairy  foods  which  is  symbolic  of  the  concept 
of  Israel  as  the  land  of  milk  and  honey.

Recently,  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  was  invited  by 
Cardinal  O’Connor  to  his  private  residence  to 
celebrate  the  establishment  of  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  between  Israel  and  The  Vatican.

For  the  September,  1994  school  year  there  were 
approximately  60  openings.  It  will  be  very  help¬ 
ful  to  have  some  idea  in  advance  of  September 
how  many  eligible  member  families  are  interest¬ 
ed  in  a  place  for  1995-1996.  This  will  enable  us 
to  determine  how  many  applications  from  new 
members  or  non-members  we  will  be  able  to 
accept.  Thank  you  for  your  cooperation.
